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Dr. Harry H. Shapiro of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Columbia 
University, co-author with Raymond C.

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Notes on the Midwinter Meeting Program. 
by M. J. Coucn, Chairman 


Since there are a number of changes 
in the preparation and the manner of 
presentation of the program for the 
Midwinter Meeting, it is deemed ad- 
visable that an explanatory note be made. 
Generally speaking the Meeting has been 
well covered in previous articles by 
James Keith, giving information as to 
the essayists, clinicians, etc. It is the pur- 
pose of this article to inform you as to 
how the program will operate. The first 
changes to note are in the General Ses- 
sions. There will be four instead of two, 
the reason being the omission of the 
usual Tuesday and Wednesday night 
social functions. The programs being 
arranged for these Sessions are of such 
character that the committee has no 
reluctance in recommending them. 

Next a word or two relative to the 
method of handling the traffic. An effort 
has been made to relieve congestion by 
staggering the starting and finishing time 
of the limited attendance clinic and essay 
programs. Theoretically this should help 
materially. Improvements have been 
made in the operation of the elevators. 
We believe these will be apparent to you. 


ESSAY DIVISION 


Some modifications have been made in 
the Essay Division. These changes are 
drastic compared to the familiar pro- 
grams of the past, the most radical being 
the elimination of the Section Division. 
When the Sectional Divisions such as 
Full Dentures, Oral Surgery etc., are 
employed, it is necessary’ to assign all 
essays to a section. This assignment is 
entirely arbitrary. Many subjects could 
readily be assigned to three or more sec- 
tions, using equally good judgment in all 
assignments. Our main reason for the 
change in eliminating the sections is to 
enforce a more careful reading of the 
program. This will avoid the possibility 
of overlooking an interesting paper which 
might result from a casual reading of a 
section program. Therefore the program 


will be set up on a day basis giving the 
essayists for that day with subjects, start- 
ing time, length of essay, room number 
and floor. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER PROGRAM 


The innovation of the Meeting no 
doubt is the Question and Answer Pro- 
gram. The committee has done a 
tremendous amount of work preparing 
this program. Many are acquainted with 
it by this time and have had a chance 
for appraisal by studying the questions 
which appeared in The Fortnightly Re- 
view for February 1. Of course, addi- 
tional information will be obtained from 
this program through the questions asked 
by the audience in the thirty minute 
period set aside for that purpose. The 
Program Committee invites criticisms 
and suggestions for the guidance of 
future programs. Included in the pro- 
gram is the four day Question and 
Answer Sessions in the Sky Room where 
information relative to income tax prob- 
lems can be secured. 

The Limited Attendance Clinics are 
receiving a large number of advance 
reservations. Reservations are made in 
the order they are received. 

The General Clinics are divided into 
two sections. Two half days are given 
to the profession and many interesting 
and worthwhile demonstrations will be 
presented. Two half days will be pre- 
sented to the exhibitors for technical 
demonstrations ; certain limitations have 
been imposed to assure demonstrations 
of the highest quality. 

From all reports to date the attend- 
ance will be greater than anticipated at 
earlier dates. 

I want to thank all the members of 
the various committees who have done 
such splendid work. They have given 
unstintingly of their time and effort. No 
one person can claim a major part of 
the credit. It is the result of a united 
effort by all.

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ELIMINATING TRAFFIC CONGESTION AT THE MIDWINTER MEETING 

The prominent difficulty that developed last year in the transfer of 
the annual Midwinter Meeting from the Stevens Hotel to the Palmer 
House was the human traffic congestion that developed in certain quar- 
ters. The congestion was particularly noticeable in the vicinity and use 
of the hotel elevators. The unfamiliar surroundings ‘were in a large 
measure responsible for the trouble. Many struggled to get into elevators 
for a ride of but one or two floors. The stairways were not utilized as 
they had been at the Stevens. This year, we believe, there will be less 
congestion because many will be better acquainted with the hotel arrange- 
ment, because they will know where they are going and how to get there 
on foot, and because of the staggered starting time of the essays and clinics. 
Much will depend, however, on the cooperation in the utilization of the 
stairways by those who attend the meeting. We suggest that those who 
attend learn the location of the stairways and use them. 

The attitude of the elevator operators last year in many instances was 
not conducive to tolerance for the service given. The male operators 
have been replaced with personable young ladies, a change which should 
assist the elevator management. The reception booths will be located on 
the mezzanine floor which will make them more prominent and accessible. 
One tangible way of relieving congestion in the registration area is for 
all members to pay their dues prior to the meeting. The time of many 
individuals will be saved if dues are paid in advance. 


CHICAGO PUBLIC SCHOOL DENTAL HEALTH PROBLEM 


Mayor Edward J. Kelly has announced recently in the public press that 
ten dentists will be added to the Board of Health dental staff to man 
some of the dental offices which were established in the Chicago Public 
School System with the assistance of the Works Progress Administration. 
This announcement is encouraging. Forty-six of these clinics did not 
reopen with the fall school term because the W.P.A. financial support 
of the project was withdrawn July 1, 1942. 

Mayor Kelly’s attention was called to this situation in an open letter 
from the Dental Hygiene Health Institute published in the December 1 
issue of The Fortnightly Review. 

Dental caries in the mouths of the Chicago school children does not 
know that W.P.A. funds have been withdrawn; dental disease is con- 
tinuing at the same rate as it was last year. If the school clinics were 
needed last year, and most everyone agrees that they were, then they 
are also necessary today. A considerable sum of public money was in- 
vested in equipment for these school clinics which are at present unused. 
While Dr. Carl Greenwald, Chief of the Dental Hygiene Unit, states that 
the need for school clinics for the remedial treatment of indigent children 
is not as acute as formerly because of the improved economic status of 
the population, dental examinations and health education are still im- 
portant phases of the school program. 

All those individuals and organizations concerned with the health of 
the Chicago school children should work for a solution of the problem. 


Ways and means for adequate and permanent financial support should 
be sought.— Robert G. Kesel.

“RESOLVED, that it is unethical for 
a member of this Society to be listed in 
any directory or list of dentists except 
those of organized dentistry and the 
official classified directory authorized by 
the Illinois Bell Telephone Co. and then 
only when in conformity with Section 3 
of the Code of Ethics, and be it further 

“RESOLVED, that proper notice of 
the adoption of this resolution be pub- 


lished in the official magazine.” 

Motion was regularly made and sev- 
erally seconded that the resolution be 
adopted. Motion carried. 

New Business : 

The Secretary presented the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Directors to 
dispose of the West Side—West Sub- 
urban branch boundary matter. It is the 
Board’s recommendation, based upon 
the decision of an arbitration commit- 
tee, that the contiguous boundary of the 
West Side—West Suburban Branches be 
both sides of Laramie Avenue (5200 
west).

TWENTY-FOUR HOURS 
ON CENSORED 


Dear Editor : 

_ It is early evening, but darkness has 
already fallen. The terrific heat of the 
day has passed, leaving in its wake a 
warm breathless blanket that covers the 

entire island. 

The moon comes up and, shining with 
unusual brilliance, silhouettes the palm 
trees, seemingly snipped from black 
fabric, against the cloudless sky. 

There is a tenseness in the air. Guards 
have been posted and everyone is in a 
condition of readiness. Throughout the 
day, outwardly calm and inwardly eager, 
we have been awaiting the warning wail 
of the siren. 

Matches are lighted cautiously, the 
glare and orange glow of the cigarette 
tip, shielded by closely cupped hands. 

Time passes slowly, much too slowly 
and it is still, much too still. 


A slight breeze springs up and creeps 
through the tattered leaves. The rustling 
startles a bat, who glides noiselessly 
across the patches of shadow and light 
into the roost of a parrakeet. The fright- 
ened bird shrieks piercingly, stops, and 
silence returns to carry on its nightly 
watch. Occasionally a cocoanut falls, 
hits the coral spotted earth with a dull 
thud, rolls several yards and _ stops. 
Silence again. 


Men wander off to their tents. Fully 
clothed and drawing their mosquito nets 
tightly around them, against the ever 
present malaria-carrier (who buzzes 
threateningly around) they drop back on 
cots for a few hours of much needed 
sleep. 

From the swift gathering clouds (you 
can’t imagine how quickly they come up 
unless you’ve been here), without warn- 
ing, quietly, gently at first, and then in- 
creasing in volume as it beats down, 
the rain falls. We get to our feet, re- 
luctantly, throw a raincoat over our 
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shoulders, go outdoors, drop the sides of 
the tent, cover the opening at the top, 
stamp the mud from our feet before 
entering, uncover, fall back—sleep—will 
it ever come. 

Suddenly, but druggedly we awaken, 
not knowing what has disturbed us. The 
mind juggles the intangible bubble of 
subconscious and reality, trying to decide 
whether we are awake or had been 
dreaming. Warning!! Warning!!! The 
mist is pushed aside—the siren is scream- 
ing. In a flash we are up, grab our pistol 
belt, canteen, gas mask and helmet, dash 
outside and dive headlong into a fox- 
hole, only to find several others have 
preceded us there.

Swinging rifles over- 
head, hooting, bellowing, screaming and 
charging through the brush, hundreds 
of men rush down on the bearer of the 
music, music to our ears. Yes—the 
Marines, despite the long hours and 
sleepless nights, rally with vigor when 
MAIL CALL is sounded.

Society recently, he made several mis- 
statements which I think should be 
called to the attention of its members. 
He apparently obtained his information 
regarding the activities of our Oral Hy- 
giene Committee from a report made 
about fifteen years ago because it was at 
least that long ago that we had a “dozen” 
hygienists operating in “farm commu- 
nities.” At the present time our staff 
consists of fifty-three dental hygiene 
teachers who operate in several rural and 
small urban communities all over New 
York State. In addition to this we spe- 
cially train and place several hygienists 
each year in larger cities. The enclosed 
folder which we send to school author- 
ities presents in detail our method of 
operation and some of the results ob- 
tained. 

I am also far from in accord with Dr. 
Tench’s statements regarding the dental 


_ hygienists in private practice and I can 


only say that it seems to me that he has 
been most unfortunate in his experiences. 
I hope that your society votes to sup- 
port the hygienist movement in Illinois.

was Chief Geographer for the Tennessee 
Valley Authority and has been connected 
with the Encyclopedia Brittanica in the 
same capacity. Professor Strevey taught 
History at the University of Chicago and 
at Wisconsin before coming to North- 
western. He has travelled extensively 
in the Far East, Eastern Europe and 
Russia. He has given a series of lectures 
as part of the War Department’s train- 
ing program. Professor Hudson will 
endeavor to prove, in his lecture, that 
there are only certain parts of the world 
endowed by nature with great amounts 
of material resources. Largely because 
of these assets they are the regions where 
things happen. These areas include 
Eastern North America, both Eastern 
and Western Europe, India, the East 
Indies and South Eastern South America. 
Events seem to pile up in these places, 
events that make news. If one could find 
out just what policies are to be followed 
in these pivotal regions, both governmen- 
tal and political, he would be in a position 
to foretell world affairs. Professor Strevey 
will point out the cultural patterns of 
modern action, in both Germany and 
Japan, which we should understand and 
with which we will have to deal when 
the war is over. Each of these speakers 
is thoroughly versed in his subject and 
has an interesting way of presenting it.
